DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-25 and 27-30 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The independent claims 1, 6, 13, and 22 recite the limitations of a designated 
wavelength specific to the business and a predetermined radius defining the operating 
area of an order receiving system in combination with specific information transmitted 
as part of processing the order. Claims 2-5, 7-12, 14-21, 23-25 and 27-30 are 
dependent upon claims 1,6, 13, and 22. 

The Cohn reference is an NPL reference of interest. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
